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CANAL BILL FOR MONDAY

Benator Morgan May Press a Vote and
Then Withdraw the Measure.

THURSTON WILL FINISH HI5  SPEECH
Arbitention Trenty to He Pashed and
Bunkraptey Bl to Come Up
When Other Matiers Are

Out of the Way.

WASHINGTON, Feb, 7.—If Senator Mor-
gan pursues his present plan he will move
1o take up the Nicaragua canal bill during
the morning hour Monday., He expects the
motlon to be antagonized, and In that event
will secure a vote which will, he thinks,
demonstrate the voting strength of the canal
bill, Me expects the vote to be largely In
the majority, but whatever the result he
probably will announce his abandonment of
the BNl for the present session on account
of the determined obstruction to Its passage,
while at the same time he will declare his
purpose to press the measure with more de-
termination than ever at the next session.
The withdrawal of the Nicaragua bill from
{td present place at the hoead of the calendar

will leave the way open for taking up other
measures pressing for conslderation, The
diplomati¢ and consular appropriation bill
hax already been reported, and there will be
an effort o seoure attentlon to it Monday.
The approprigtion committee expects to have
the Indian and agricultural bills reported
by Wednesday, and will ask for early con-
slderation.

Senator Thurston will seek the first oppor-
tunity to concinde his speech on the Pactfie
rollrond  reselutions, Scnator Morrill has
given notiee of his Intention to advance the
bill to proliibit the sale of liguor in the cap-
{to), and Senator Sherman will abide by his
docision to nsk the senate to go into exeou-
tive session early Monday for the purposc of
congldering the general arbitration treaty
with Great Hritain,

As soon as these matters will permit
there will be an effort to proceed with the
bankruptey bill, and it Is not expected there
will be any avowed opposition to itg consid-
erution. The procoddings relative to the ar-
bitration treaty will be held in execulive
worsion and will be long and animated.
Wednesday the senate wil joln with the
house to see the count of the electoral vole,
Henator Lodge hopes to get up the confler-
ence report on the Dmmigration bIL as soon
ns the house acts upon It, which he thinks
will be done the latter part of the present
wirek.

The feature of the week in the house will
be the cerenonies on Wednesday of the
counting of the electoral vole and the formal

promulgation of (he eléction of MeKinley
nnd Hobart by the viee president ol the
United States, It is a slate oceaslon, but of
a very foimal chavacter.

Uniess the fortifieations or  sundry

REDUCES THE PENSION AGENCIBS.

Beerecinry Franois Cuots Down  the
Number from Eighteen to Nine.

WASHINGTON, Feb, T7.—The presidont
has sigued, on the recommendation of Sec-
retary of the Interlor Francls, an Important
order reducing the number of pension agen-
cles In the United States from elghteen to
nine. The object of the order l& to effect a
very large saving to the government with-
out Inconvenlencing the penslonsers, The
secratary demonstiates that by this redue-
tion of the pengion agencies the cost of dls-
bursement of pensions can be reduced by at
least $150,000 per annum, The change waa
minde possible by an amendment to the law
governing the dlsburging of pensions, which
fmendment was approved Marveh 23, 1806,
It required that wil pensloners should after
that date be pald by checks remitted by
mall.  Reports from the pension agenciee in
reply to Inguiries as to the operation of the
new law wore to the effect that under It the

pengioners are pald much more promptly;
that peasibility of crror I8 minlmized and
that upon the whale it i much more sat-

lefactory to the peusloners than the former
law. The agents alko advise that the pen-
floners recelve Lhele penslons when remlt-
ted by mall at thelr homes, where, belng
eurrounded by family Influences, the pen-
sloner is much more likely to make a Juil-
clous dispesition of his pension money, Un
der the previous law many pensioners oul-
leeted thelt quarterly payinents in person
and under the lnfluence of bad associations
were often Indueed to apply these paviments
unwisely nud deprive thelr families of the
benefits thereof,

Thiz executive order will B0 Into eflfect
September 1 poxt, e exccution haviug
been postponed until that date in order that
no pensfongr ehall suffer In consequence of
delay In recelving his penslon snd to give
ample thoe for the removal of the rolls and
rfecords from the sgencles discontinued, The
congolidation was made by uniting exlsting
agencies and the ontive Jurisdiotion thereof
in order that no expense should be fngurred
by making new rules. The agencles at Con-
cord, N, H., and Augusta, Me., are discon-
tinued and payments hitherto made there
aro ordered made from the agency At Bos-
ton, Mass, The pengioners heretofore pald at
Buffalo, N. Y., are to ba pald from the New
York Clty agency; those at Plttsburg, from
the Philadelphla agency: (hoee at Loulsville
and Knoxville, from Washington: those at
Detrolt, from Indisnapolis; those at Mi)-
wankee, from Chicago: those at Des Molnes
and Topeka, from St, Louls, where g new
agency s estublished,

The estimpeted saving In clerk hire 8 based
upon the coxt of thiat (tem at the two largest
agencies In the werviee, namely, Columbus
and Topeka. From those agencies the pen-
wloners are paid at an annual cost of twenty-
five cents per caplita for clerk hire. After
the consolidation, the cost for clerk hire
will amount at thirty-five cents per capita
to $437,730, while that {lem for the fscal
year endlng June 30, 1898, smounted to $445,-
412. The following discontinued agencles
pay tho rents glven belew: Buffalo, $2,400;
D:troit, $2,400; Milwaukee, $2,000; Topeka,
$2,260; total, $0.560.

Secretary Francls does not think any valld
objection can be offered to this change, and
belfeves that the saving will be even greater
than estimated. Under the new Iaw the
pgents report that about twice as many pen-
sloners are pald during the first two days
of each quarterly payment ag under the old
law, This saving can be effecied without
any luconvenience to the pensioners, and
will reduce the annual expenses of the gov-
ernment to Just that extent and may tend to
allay in some degree the opposition that has
been manifested hitherto to the greal peneglon
disbursements of the government.

FOR  UNREQUITED  LOVE

Josoph Lafond Takes His Own Life by Use
of Oarbolic Acid,

.

SECOND ATTEMPT FOR THE SAME CAUSE

His Afecilons Were Lavished Upon
the Wife of the Man with Wham
He Hnd Reen Donrding
for Four Years,

~

——

“1 dle because 1 love you too much to live
without you. 1 ofien told you I would not
give you up. You are mine in life and mine
in death, 1 belleve you love me, so good-
bye. Yours forever. Joseph Lafond.'

The foregoing missive explains the sud-
den taking from the world of Joseph Lafond
at his room, 2121 Leavenworth street, last
evenlng shortly before 6 o'clock. Unrequited
love for Mrs. Clara Hughes, wife of Mat-
thew Hughes, a barber at the above number,
together with a large quantity of liguor
which the deceased Imbibed since last Friday,
caused the death of a man who in life was
a remarkably handsome person.

Lafond, who was a tinner by trade, has
boarded with the family of Matthew Hughea
for a period of four years. Last evening
about 6 o'clock Mrs. Hughes sent their son
Walter to eall thelr boarder to his supper.
She know he had been drinking excessively
and while In this candition It was always
difficult to Induce him to partake of his
menls, Young Hughes, upon entering La-
fond's room, found him stretehed out upon
the béd apd evidently suffering acute agony.
Atiteh alarmed he quickly summoned the rest
of the family and it became apparent that
Lafond had attempted to take his life. A
physician was sent for but despite all efforis
to resuscitate him he died in a few minutes,
IDeath was caused by a large dose of car-
bolle neld.

LOVED ANOTHER'S WIFE,

The ncidentg leading up to the death of
Lafond are somewhat romantie. Four years
ago he beeame nequainted with Mrs. Hughes,
and although she was at that time marvied
and tho pessessor of several children, he
tormed a mad Infatuation for her. He ge-
cured board with the Hughes family, and
continued to lavigh Hls affectlons upon Mrs.
Hughes, which were not reciprocated. At
length the affulr was brought to the atten-
tion of her husband. He orderod Lafond
out of ths house, but by dint of alternate
appenls of friendship and threats to do the
members of the houschold bodily lujury, bhe
was allowed to stay a while in probation.
Muatters went from bad to worse so far as
Lafond was concerned. He breathed love
from early morning (il late at night to
the wife of his host, and It at length be-
came neoessary for Hughes to take steps lo-
ward ulpping the strange love in the bud.

Lufond was employed at the store of Wil-
Ham Lyle Dickey, and as it was not thought
he would relinguish hiz job, the Hughes
family decided to move to St. Joseph, Mo,
Thiz took place last June. The family had
barely tnken up quarters in the Missourl
town when Lafond dropped in on them one
day and aonounced he had come to siay.
The hugband protested, but what Lafond
gald went. He gecured a position and con-
tinued his love making.

TRIED 1T ONCE BEFORE.

Things went along in the old channel until
Mrs, Hughes demanded that they cease, and
then wpon the evening of August 28, 1896,
Lafond secured a Dbottle of muriatic acid,
and seribbling the following to Mrs. Hughes,
“1 die beeause I love you,” swallowed, the
poisan.

Prompt work by physiclans brought Lafond
hack to the troubles of earth.once more, and
he continued to love the wife of his host. A
wecond move st length became advisable to
the mind of Mr. Hughes, and about four
montha dgo he and his family returned to
titls elty, and he etarted in busipess once
more at 2121 Leavenworth street, Alinpst
the first visitor receilved alter the house-
warming was Lafond, He demanded. that
tho family once more take bhim as a boavder
and threatencd IF they dla not comply with
his demands he would waylay the membera
ane by one and exterminate them.

HAS BEEN OUT OF WORK.

For the past two months the deceazed
wius unible te secure employment at his
trade, and this, In connection with his drink-

ing, hHegs appeared to welgh heavily upon
him, The dealh, which vecuired last even-
ing, wns the result of several days' do
bauch.

Among other effects found upon the body
wire a4 number of blank checks upen the
Omaha Savings bank, which would tend te
show that Lafond at one tlme had money de-
posited there, A photograph of Mra, Hughos
upon the back of which was goribbled, " Thig
Is my sweet wile Clara,”” and zome ad-
dresses, which showed that he bad formerly
lived in Montreal, Canada, were takon in
charge by Coroner Burket, The deceased
lelt no money.

From Mrs, Hughes it was learned that
Lafond had a futher Uring In Montreai,
Canada, and that he had been away [toin

his home about ten years. He is o French-
Canadinn by birth, and was 83 years of age
at the time of his demise,

Lafond had the reputation of being an ex-
cellent workman, and was navaer known to
drink excessively, except when laboring under
lils strange passion, He was kunown by
varioua names, among which was Joseph
Lefiand, Joseph Liafond and Joz White.

The remains were réemoved by the coroner
to the morgue, where an inguest will be
held todny at 2 o'clock,

The polson was purchased by Lafond at
Fogg's drug store, Twellth and Capltol ave-
nue, yeateslay morning about 10 o'cloek.

A full ‘account of hig former attsmpt at
sulelde was published (n the 8t Joseph
Herald, dated August 289, a copy of which
wng furnished the coroner by ‘Mrs. Hughes.
Mpe, Hughes also states that about a month
ago Lafoud slgned the pledge, but fell from
grace about a fortnight buck, and (his also
appearod to worrvy him sorely of late.

DROF IMPEACHMENT PROCEEDINSGS,

Judge Mete's Resignatlon Taken ns A
Confesslon Gwine,
CHEYENNE, Wryo., l% 7—(Bpecin).)—
The managers on the part of the houso in the
matier of the lmpeachovedt of Judge Wil-
llam 8 Metz reported as Tellows: “That yes-
terday afterncon Judge Metz resigned the
office of district judge requested that
such resignation have !mmediate efect, The
resignation was then accegted by the gov.
ernor. At the same time & representative
of Judge Meiz appeared before your man-
agers stating that the romignation was tanta-
mount to & confession and asking your man-
agera out of conslderationsof mercy to Judge
Metz and his family to recommend to the
honse that the impeachmen: proceedings be
Memisged. After earefully considering the
matter, we believe that in th: dase Justipe
should be tempored wit mercy The
majesty of the law has been vindieated In the
